BPS start 
school year 


District in for 
series of firsts

BELCHERTOWN — While the 
first day of school might be open- 
ing a laptop versus getting on 
the bus, the Belchertown School 
District is starting school on Sept. 
10. 

The School Committee 
approved a phased hybrid learn- 
ing model for reopening school 
for students in pre-kindergarten 
through grade eight, with all high 
school students being taught 
remotely until at least Oct. 30. 

The first two weeks of school 
are fully remote for every grade 
in the district. 

After those two weeks, begin- 
ning on Sept. 21, English lan- 
guage Learners and high-special 
needs students will start a hybrid 
education. After two more weeks, 
beginning on Oct. 5, kindergart- 
ners, grades one, four and seven 
students will start hybrid learn- 
ing. 

After two more weeks, begin- 
ning Oct. 19, pre-kindergarten, 
as well as grades two, five and 
eight will begin hybrid learning. 
Two weeks after that, beginning 
Nov. 2, grades three and six begin 
hybrid learning. 

High school will be complete-

BELCHERTOWN — With a 
meeting of the Selectboard, Board 
of Health and School Committee, 
Belchertown’s elected officials 
wanted to be on the same page 
and discuss the dilemma they face 
together — COVID-19.

Metcalf updated the three boards 
on the status of COVID-19 in 
town.

State announces policies to expand childcare options

BOSTON - The Baker-Polito 
Administration today announced new pol- 
icies that will provide families who require 
childcare while their children are engaged 
in remote learning additional options by 
allowing programs to offer supervised care 
during regular school day hours. 

Governor Charlie Baker signed 
an Executive Order that allows the 
Department of Early Education and Care 
(EEC) to authorize currently licensed 
after-school and out-of-school programs to 
operate during the school day while chil- 
dren are learning remotely. 

As schools prepare to reopen, work- 
ing parents need to find care and learn- 
ing support for their school-aged children 
while they are engaged in remote learn- 
ing. Current state statute prohibits licensed 
after-school and out-of-school time pro- 
grams for school-aged children from offer- 
ing care during school hours. 

The Executive Order allows EEC 
to authorize childcare programs, like 
YMCAs, Boys and Girls Clubs, family

childcare homes and others, to care for 
school-age children while they participate 
in remote learning. 

The department will also exempt infor- 
mal remote learning parent cooperative 
arrangements organized by families, if 
unpaid parents supervise the groups. These 
parent cooperatives are still subject to any 
state orders regulating gatherings in place 
under the COVID-19 state of emergency. 

In addition, the Executive Order cre- 
ates a temporary license exemption for 
remote learning enrichment programs to 
provide supervision and care for school 
children up to age 14 while they partici- 
pate in remote learning during the school 
day. These remote learning programs, 
which must meet specific criteria, will 
need to first be approved by their local 
municipality before they can apply for 
the license exemption. Programs run by 
a school district are already exempt from 
EEC licensure and do not need to apply 
for this exemption. 

The Departments of Early Education 
and Care and Elementary and Secondary 
Education will issue joint guidance that 


details the minimum requirements for 
remote learning programs, including back- 
ground record checks, health and safety 
standards, facilities checks and child to 
staff ratios. 

Municipalities will ensure programs, 
that are approved for the license exemp- 
tion, comply with health and safety 
requirements. 

“We all want our children to get back 
into school as soon as possible and we 
applaud the schools and districts that are 
making the extra effort to bring their stu- 
dents back in some form,” said Education 
Secretary James Peyser. “At the same time, 
we know that remote learning will be part 
of the educational experience for many 
students this fall, so it’s critical that we 
enable parents, after-school providers, and 
community organizations to offer addition- 
al childcare options and learning supports 
when students are unable to attend school 


in person.”

SOCIAL SECURITY MATTERS 


Should we get 
married or just 
live together?

Dear Rusty: My question is about benefits and 
getting married. I am a retired man, 65-years-old, 
and collecting Social Security plus two pensions. 
My girlfriend will turn 62 this October and plans to 
apply for Social Security benefits on her 62nd birth- 
day. If we were to get married, would we be affected 
money wise? Or should we just live together? Signed: 
Contemplating Marriage 


Dear Contemplating Marriage: Your own Social 
Security benefit will not be affected in any way if you 
get married, unless your potential new bride is a very 
high earner and her Social Security entitlement at her 
full retirement age (which is 66 years and 8 months) 
is more than twice the full benefit amount you were 
entitled to at your full retirement age (even though you 
claimed your benefits earlier). In that case, you would 
become eligible for a spousal benefit from your new 
wife after you are married for one year. 

If, however, your potential bride is the lower earner 
and claims at 62, but is entitled to a Social Security 
benefit at her full retirement age, which is less than 
50% of your FRA benefit amount, your new wife may 
be entitled to a “spousal boost” from you after you 
are married for a year. I cannot tell you the answer to 
those questions without knowing your respective bene- 
fit amounts at each of your full retirement ages. 

You may also wish to consider potential survivor 
benefits. If you are married and one spouse dies, the 
surviving spouse is entitled to 100% of the amount 
the deceased spouse was collecting at their death, if 
the surviving spouse has reached full retirement age 
(otherwise the survivor benefit is reduced for claiming 
it early). The surviving spouse gets the survivor benefit 
if that benefit 1s more than they are entitled to on their 
own. 

In any case, neither of you would be eligible for 
a Social Security spousal benefit or survivor benefit 
from the other unless you are married (you must be 
married for at least one year to get a spousal benefit 
and at least nine months for a survivor benefit). 

Note that so-called “common law” marriage isn’t 
recognized in most U.S. states, and Social Security 
goes by state law on that topic. The only states 
which currently recognize common law marriage are 
Colorado, Iowa, Kansas, Montana, New Hampshire, 
South Carolina, Texas, and Utah (and the District of 
Columbia). So, unless you were to live in one of those 
states, or in D.C., cohabiting would not be considered 
a “marriage” for the purposes of Social Security ben- 
efits, and no spousal or survivor benefits would be 
available to either of you.

y onions had begun to fall over at least 
Mite weeks ago. I have been so busy 

that I didn’t harvest them yet. Do I 
cure them in the hot sun or in the shade? I’ve 
forgotten. Why don’t we revisit the signifi- 
cance of curing onions and other vegetables 
that are typically stored over the winter? If this 
important step is overlooked, we will likely be 
disappointed by produce that spoils long before 
it should have. Curing not only hardens the outer 
skin of the vegetable, it also finishes the ripening 
process of the flesh. 

As for my onions, both the hot sun and the 
shade scenarios were found to be accurate. 
When three-quarters of the onion tops have fall- 
en over push down the rest and let them sit in the 
ground a little while longer. Then, unearth the 
bulbs and lay them, tops and all, on the ground 
in the sun, turning occasionally. When they turn 
completely brown cut the stems to one inch and 
spread them on screens single file in a warm and 


dry, well-ventilated area to cure further. They 
can rest in that location for up to two months, 
then store at temperatures close to 40 degrees. 
Store apples, bananas and tomatoes away from 
onions, as these vegetables excrete ethylene gas 
as they ripen, causing onions to sprout prema- 
turely. Use bulbs that have two centers first, they 
won't store well. It is interesting to note that 
the same compound that starts the tears flowing 
when we cut into onions- sulfur, is also a potent 
fungicide and bactericide. No wonder they store 
so well! 

Potatoes are perhaps the most tricky vegetable 
to store. Curing them properly will help to pre- 
vent rot, premature sprouting and toxic greening 
of the skin and flesh. By waiting a week or more 
after the plant has died before digging up the 
tubers, the skins will thicken and be less prone 
to injury during harvest. Once they are dug, 
a week spent in a cool and totally dark space 
will further firm their skin and change sugars to 


starch, completing the rip- 
ening process. Never wash 
potatoes prior to storage! 
Gently brush off dirt and 
store in a single layer in 
the darkness at 55 to 60 
degrees. Darkness will 
prevent greening, which 
renders potatoes inedible. 
Use any pitch-forked or shovel-marked spuds 
first, as damage to the skin will invite rot. 
Harvest winter squash after vines have died 
back or prior to an impending frost. A pretty 
New England autumn scene is fields of pump- 
kins or colorful squash curing under sunny skies. 
If you follow the farmers lead just be sure to lift 
squash off the ground, and cover if rain or frost 
threatens. Two weeks in the field or a sunny,

SOUTH HADLEY —- The 
Neighbors Helping Neighbors 
Food Pantry on Carew St. has 
been a staple of the community 
in both South Hadley and Granby 
for more than a decade. This fall 
and winter, the operation’s impor- 
tance will continue to increase. 

The pantry has served resi- 
dents all throughout the pan- 
demic, whose arrival in western 
Massachusetts coincided with the 
beginning of spring. When the 
cold season greets the region in a 
mere matter of weeks, food inse- 
curity will rise, and the pantry’s 
demand will increase. 

“T’ve been thinking about win- 
ter all summer for a number of 
reasons,” said NHN Manager, 
Mary Lou Guarnera. “You need 
more fuel in the wintertime, and 
I’m just so concerned about a lot 
of these people because there are 
many that are going to be in crisis 
when it gets really cold.” 

Adjusting to the new nor- 
mal has challenged the pantry 
often over the past six months, 
as many the operation’s longtime 
volunteers are currently unable 
to serve due to health concerns. 
An onslaught of new faces has 
entered the fold, all contributing 
with distinction. 

“These are all new volunteers; 
very few of the volunteers we 
used to have are here because 
they fall into one of the categories 
where they’re supposed to stay 
home,” said Guarnera. “We have

teachers and students; it’s heart- 
warming to see the way people 
have come out to help their neigh- 
bors.” 

Residents of all backgrounds 
have stepped up, but there remains 
a substantial need for further sup- 
port.

ly remote until at least the end of the first 
quarter. 

Students will either be in-person on 
Mondays and Tuesdays or Thursdays and 
Fridays, with remote learning the other 
three days of the week. This will allow for 
six feet of social distancing among students 
who are physically present on in-person 
learning days. 

The schedule is pending any changes to 
the town’s COVID-19 status. 

The remote model uses the Google suite 
for classes, posting of assignments and 
feedback to students. 

Daily attendance online is expected for 
students as well as regular attendance and 
participation, according to the BPS reopen- 
ing plan, which the district updated on 
Sept. 4. 

“Families/students should try to check 
their school email on a regular basis for 
updates. Students have their own school 
email and many teachers may contact stu- 
dents in this way. If you do not use email, 
please call the school principal and leave 
a message so that alternative methods 
for communication can be established,” 
states the report. “Students are expected 
to work cooperatively during live Google 
Meet class sessions, and are encouraged 
to work independently during non-class 
times, while also taking structured breaks 
throughout the school day.”

“Folks met on site to get a conceptual 
look at the layout of that new 400-foot 
road and how it might look,’ Brougham 
said. “(They also) looked at the area it 
might access.

Similarly, there will be the same set up 
as Cold Spring School — including whole 
group, small group, pre-recordings, office 
hours and self-directed work. 

There will be whole group meets at least 
two times per week for about 30 minutes 
per meet. Specialists will also hold meets 
during the week at a scheduled time. 

Small groups will meet for 20 to 40 min- 
utes and the schedule for small groups will 


be about 400-feet back from Carriage

“JBMS will shift to a two-week, static 
seven-period daily teaching and learning 
schedule,” according to the report. “Within 
the two-week schedule, educators will have 
live meets with each of their classes on an 
every-other-day basis.” 

Classroom work submission, including 
quizzes, tests and other assessments, are 
all to be submitted online through individ- 
ual teacher Google Classroom sites, within 
the Belchertown McGraw Hill textbook 
student online access, through approved 
school district support programs, such as 
StudySync in ELA and ALEX in math, 
according to the report. 

Class assignments will be done online 


as well. 


Belchertown High School 

Until the school is phasing into a hybrid 
learning model, students will be remote. 

“All classroom assessments are to be 
done online, and it is strongly encouraged 
for assessments to be assigned and com- 
pleted within Google Classroom,” states 
the report. “Small group instruction is 
encouraged, and students are expected 
to be actively engaged online with direct 
instruction for approximately 25 minutes 
per class session.” 

Students will also be using the Google 
Suite for their work. 


Professional Development 

Teachers and staff however have been 
attending professional development which 
ended on Sept. 9. 

“Our 10-day (professional development/ 
prep program, “Together We Can,’ will con- 
tinue through Sept. 9,” said Superintendent 
Brian Cameron in an email. “It will consist 
of a variety of required training, structured 
professional development sessions, self- 
paced activities and time for colleagues to 
meet/plan for the arrival of students.” 

Our new educators met with their men- 
tors and Lead Mentors today to discuss 
the ins-and-outs of starting a new career 
(or restarting in a new district) in the age 
of COVID-19,’ Cameron said. “We are so 
thankful for the continued dedication and 
support of our mentor teachers and are 
honored to welcome our new staff.”

While O’Connor’s positivity is a certainty, the extent 
of hunger that will strike South Hadley and Granby in the 
coming months is not. Guarnera noted that the Bag the 
Community fundraiser, the pantry’s most impactful annual 
food drive, is unlikely to occur in January 2021. 

Guarnera made her concerns apparent, but her confi- 
dence in the community has not wavered. The pantry is 
striving today, and with the community’s help, she is sure 
it will hurdle whichever obstacles lie ahead. 

“IT consider this to really be a crisis but really believe 
that everybody has the ability to control one thing in their 
lives and that’s your attitude,” she said. “You can either let 
circumstances overwhelm you or say, ‘I’m going to live 
my life the best I can and maybe help somebody else in the 
meantime.’ It’s time to rally the troops and donate food or 
money.”

well-ventilated space is sufficient for curing, at which 
point the skin should be hard enough to resist the dent of 
a fingernail. Gently washing squash in a 10% bleach solu- 
tion will help to prevent rot prior to storing at temperatures 
between 50 and 60 degrees. The flavor of many of our 
favorite squashes only improves with age. 

I harvested my garlic three or four weeks ago; the signal 
was that one third of its foliage has withered and browned. 
It was dried stems and all in a shady, protected spot up off 
of the ground. Soon I'll gently rub off dirt and cut back the 
stems to a couple of inches before storing for the winter in 
a cool and dry location, in mesh bags, slatted trays or other 
methods. Softneck types of garlic have pliable foliage that 
lends itself well to braiding. In any case, allowing for good 
air circulation will ensure a long storage life.

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Wistariahurst to launch fall live virtual program series 


The series aims to combat some of the dangers of prolonged 
social isolation for local seniors, members of the public

HOLYOKE /— Wistariahurst, in coor- 
dination with the Holyoke Community 
Development Office and the Holyoke 
Council on Aging will launch a new series 
of live, online programs on September 16 
with the aim to provide a virtual space for 
regular, casual, community conversations 
and learning as social distancing and safer- 
at-home orders continue into the fall for 
seniors and other vulnerable residents. 

The weekly series will kick off on Sept. 
16 at 2 p.m. with Derry Memories, an 
author talk and conversation with local- 
ly-based historian Margo Shea, focused 
on her newly released book “Derry City: 
Memory and Political Struggle in Northern 
Ireland.” 

With this program, participants will be 
able to engage with members of their local 
community and stimulate their intellectual 
curiosity, free of charge. 


The program series is open to all mem- 
bers of the public, but has been special- 
ly designed to address the needs of area 
seniors, many of whom continue to be 
socially isolated as a result of the COVID- 
19 pandemic (Massachusetts Safer-at- 
Home order continues to advise those over 
65 and with vulnerabilities to “to stay home 
except for essential errands’’). 

In an effort to mitigate the high levels of 
loneliness and low levels of cognitive and 
social stimulation that many are facing, 
Wistariahurst is launching this series to 
provide positive engagement, learning and 
stimulation during this time. A growing 
field of research has shown that history 
programming, in particular, is linked to 
positive health benefits for those at risk for 
dementia and memory loss. 

“Working with our city colleagues, we 
were able to identify a way for us to play 
a role in the public health efforts that are 
keeping residents in Holyoke and beyond 


safe during these challenging times,” 
Wistariahurst Curator and Holyoke City 
Historian, Penni Martorell said. “Social 
isolation carries documented risks for cog- 
nitive decline and memory loss for people 
of all ages, especially seniors. This series 
features authors, scholars, storytellers and 
performers offering discussions on a wide 
range of topics. The sessions can provide a 
weekly check-in space to learn, tell stories, 
be challenged, and hear from others.” 

The program is supported through a 
Community Development Block Grant - 
COVID-19 Grant to address, prevent and 
respond to the COVID-19 pandemic that is 
administered through the Holyoke Office of 
Community Development. The programs 
are being planned in consultation with the 
Holyoke Council on Aging, who received 
similar funding to provide Holyoke seniors 
with Chromebooks and training. 

The weekly programs will focus on a 
diverse range of historical and cultural top- 
ics including programs on nature, art, his- 
tory, travel and social justice. Upcoming 
presentations are set to include the natu- 
ral history of the Pioneer Valley, the labor 
movement and women’s organizing in local 


factories, and the history of Holyoke’s St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade. 

The first lecture of the series, Derry 
Memories, will take place on Wednesday, 
Sept. 16 at 2 p.m. Facilitated by 
Wistariahurst staff and hosted by Salem 
State University assistant professor of his- 
tory, Margo Shea, the talk will center the 
very idea of memory and history. Shea will 
explore Derry during the decades before 
the Troubles to show how people, without 
much in the way of financial resources 
or political power, made their mark and 
held their own by drawing on the past. 
According to Shea’s recently published 
research, expressions of memory did much 
more than simply explain the past in Derry, 
they also illuminated a way forward.

Most schools 
opting to play with

REGION —- The “returns” 
are still early and many more 
schools will need to vote, but 
it appears most of the schools 
in Western Massachusetts are 
planning to return to action 
when fall sports are allowed to 
begin practicing on Sept. 18. 

Schedules have yet to be cre- 
ated and finalized for the abbre- 
viated “Fall 1”? season, but most 
schools and their respective 
school committee have agreed 
that allowing students to return 
to their respective fields is good 
for a possible return to “some- 
what” normalcy. 

As of Labor Day, 
Belchertown, Holyoke, Ludlow, 
Minnechaug Regional, Monson, 
North Brookfield, Quabbin 
Regional, South Hadley, and 
Ware have confirmed they will 
be participating in the Fall 1 
season. 

This means, these schools 
will field teams in the following 
sports: boys soccer, girls soccer, 
field hockey, golf, cross coun- 
try, and girls volleyball. 

In order to be able to partici- 
pate in these sports, the schools 
will need to follow a slew of 
guidelines that have been issued 
by the state. 

There are new sport specif- 
ic rules, which are subject to 
change as the schools nav- 
igate through the next couple 
of months, but all sports will 
have to follow a set of standard 
guidance which are related to 
areas such as social distancing, 


modified rules 


not sharing equipment, enter- 
ing and exiting fields, the roles 
of officials, avoiding contact 
such as shaking hands, high-fiv- 
ing, or other types of contact 
between teammates. There will 
be no post-game handshakes for 
the time being and officials are 
ordered to enter and leave the 
field, and do not have to sign 
game forms. 

More school committees will 
be holding votes during the next 
week following the Labor Day 
holiday and schools will need to 
inform their respective leagues 
within the PVIAC whether or 
not they will be participating so 
schedules for the fall season can 
be developed and finalized. 

It is unclear exactly how 
many games will be played in 
each individual sport. Soccer 
and field hockey normally play 
16-18 games, and could fit 
almost that many with no play- 
offs. 

The MIAA will not sponsor 
any playoffs, however, depend- 
ing on how things go, the 
PVIAC could develop playoffs 
within leagues. Teams are sup- 
posed to be playing in a close 
geographic range, which will 
make travel from areas like the 
Berkshires somewhat difficult 
in a tournament situation. 

As of press time, only 
Southwick Regional School has 
publicly reported it will not par- 
ticipate in the Fall 1 season. If 
it allows fall sports in the Fall 2 
season in February, the school 
could have trouble finding other 
schools to play by not partici- 
pating in the Fall 1 season.

Modified twin bill at Monadnock

Modified top gun Brian Robie 
had a huge night Saturday, Sept.

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MIAA makes statement 
on the fall season 


FRANKLIN — The Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Association 
(MIAA) COVID-19 Task Force met vir- 
tually on August 27, 2020 to review and 
approve sport modifications for the fall 
2020 sport season. The MIAA Board 
of Directors approved, at their August 
19, 2020 meeting, the formal athletic 
structure for 2020-2021 season, as well 
as additional Educational Athletic recom- 
mendations provided by the Task Force. 

These recommendations were devel- 
oped after months of meetings, discus- 
sions, research and collaboration with 
Massachusetts Governing entities. 

MIAA President and Marshfield 
Superintendent Jeffrey Granatino stated, 
“It’s exciting that student-athletes and 
coaches from across the Commonwealth 
are finally able to prepare for an actual 
athletic season. The work that the MIAA 
COVID-19 Task Force and our individual 
sports committees put forth will allow for 
these sports to take place in a fashion that 
adheres to the safety precautions/modifi- 
cations that have been recommended by 
the EEA.” 

The MIAA fall season will officially 
begin on September 18, 2020. The fol- 
lowing activities were approved by the 
Board of Directors for the Fall I season: 
Soccer, Fall Gymnastics, Cross Country, 
Field Hockey, Girls Volleyball, Swim 
& Dive, Golf and Dance. 

Following this structural approv- 
al, individual MIAA sport committee 
representatives established sport mod- 
ifications in alignment with guidelines 
from the Executive Office of Energy 
and Environmental Affairs (EEA),

These modifications were vet- 
ted through the MIAA Sports Medicine 
Committee (SMC), which includes two 
epidemiologists who worked with both 
the EEA and DESE, over a series of three 
virtual meetings.

Basketball Hall to have first 
colorized minted coins 


SPRINGFIELD — In August 2020, the 
U.S. Mint releases its first colorized coins 
as part of the Basketball Hall of Fame 
Commemorative Coin Program. The pro- 
gram recognizes the 60th anniversary of 
the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of 
Fame with curved coins in gold, silver, and 
clad. A limited number of silver proof and 
clad uncirculated coins are colorized on 
the reverse side. The silver coin features a 
colored net, rim, and channels on the bas- 
ketball. The clad coin colorizes the entire 
basketball as well as the net and rim. 

Colorizing coins appeared in the 
early 1990s by nations such as Uganda, 
Equatorial Guinea, and Palau. Now many 
countries around the world make colorized 
coins. Canada and Australia are large pro- 
ducers of these coins and develop many 
innovative techniques for applying color. 
The Royal Canadian Mint was the first to 
produce a colorized circulating coin, the 
25-cent coin, in 2004. 

Coins are colorized by methods such as 
applying a “sticker” to the surface, add- 
ing ink or paint through a computerized 
“printing” process, or enameling by filling 
recessed areas with paint. The U.S. Mint 


used a third-party to colorize the Basketball 
commemorative coins using an automated 
process. 

The Basketball Hall of Fame Colorized 
Silver Coin features a white net, dark 
orange rim, and black channels on the bas- 
ketball. Channels are the seams that go 
around the ball. Limiting the color on the 
ball to the channels retains the look of the 
silver and texture of the basketball. 

The clad colorized coin features an 
orange basketball with black channels, 
white net, and dark orange rim. Applying 
color to the whole basketball enhances the 
curvature of the coin and gives it a three-di- 
mensional effect. The colors of the net and 
rim enhance the effect. The orange color of 
the basketball matches the hue associated 
with the sport. 

In addition to the colorized silver and 
clad coins, the Basketball Hall of Fame 
Commemorative Coin Program includes 
gold, silver, and clad coins without color 
in proof and uncirculated finishes. All 
the coins in the program share the same 
obverse and reverse designs that celebrate 
the sport of basketball and the Naismith 
Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame.

Belchertown 
Police update 
firearms policy 


New policy started Sept. 1 


BELCHERTOWN - Procedures for 
the first-time firearms license applicants 
started Sept. | at Belchertown Police 
Department is as follows. 

To get the process started, submit a 
complete application, a check or money 
order made to “Town of Belchertown” 
for $100, a copy of the applicant’s safety 
course certification, a copy of the appli- 
cant’s driver’s license to the police station 
either by mail or in the drop box to the left 
of the station door. 

Applications must be completed in its 
entirety or it will be returned. 

Applicants will be contacted at a later 
date to schedule an appointment date 
and time. The department is process- 
ing a large number of applications, so 
please be patient. Applicants will be asked 
pre-screening questions. Please do not call 
the station, an officer will be in contact. 

When applicants arrive for their 
appointments, they will need to wear a 
mask and use the phone at the front door 
of the police station to advise the appli- 
cant have arrived. 

The applicant will then be instructed to 
pull behind the station to park in a desig- 
nated parking spot. A temperature will be 
taken and applicants will be given hand 
sanitizer to use. Upon entry into the area 
where fingerprints will be taken and appli- 
cants will be asked to wash their hands. 

After their prints are taken, the appli- 
cant will be asked to wash their hands 
again. A receipt will be mailed to the 
applicant. 

Renewals 

Renewals will continue to be processed 
by mailing them in or placing them in the 
drop box to the left of the station’s front 
entry door. Remember to include a check 
made payable to “Town of Belchertown” 
in the amount of $100, a copy of the fire- 
arms license that is being renewed along 
with a copy of the applicant’s driver’s 
license. A receipt will be mailed to the 
applicant.

Connector coverage are eligible for ConnectorCare cov- 
erage. ConnectorCare includes help paying for pre- 
miums, has low co-pays, and no deductibles. This 
ensures that lower-income residents have access to 
affordable health care. Additionally, a resident who 
lost coverage from work has 60 days to apply for 
Health Connector coverage if they would like insurance 
through the exchange. New applicants who qualify for 
ConnectorCare can enter coverage at any time during the 
year. People who qualify for MassHealth receive no-cost 
or low-cost coverage immediately. 

For people who need help with an application or have 
questions about their coverage, they can find a local 
Navigator or Certified Application Councilor to help, 
and many organizations offer help in Spanish. Local 
assisters can be found on the Health Connector website. 
People with questions about MassHealth eligible or cov- 
erage can call 800-841-2900 (TTY: 800-497-4648), and 
can request to speak with someone in Spanish. 

About the Massachusetts Health Connector 
Health Connector is the 
Commonwealth’s health insurance exchange, and 
currently serves 325,000 individuals and small-em- 
ployer members with health and dental insurance. 
Massachusetts residents who do not have health insur- 
ance from an employer or other entity can use the 
exchange to gain coverage. Through the ConnectorCare 
program, income-qualifying residents can access cover- 
age that includes low-cost premiums and co-pays, and 
no deductibles.
